PLAN MORE POWER 
FOR STATE BOARD 



Grim Informs Directors of 
Health Legislation Pro- 
posed. 

ANALYSES APPROVED 



Greater power and more effici- 
ent control, where it does not con- 
flict with regulations of local 
health boards, will soon be grant- 
ed the State Health Board, if pro- 
posed legislation is enacted. An 
enabling act is needed and it is 
hoped to put this through the 
Legislature in the near future in 
order that the entire State may 
have the same efficient -milk con- 
trol which Lower Merion now 
has. 

This was the report of Milk 
Control Officer G. W. Grim at 
the March meeting of the Lower 
Merion Health Board in the town- 
ship building. Joint meetings of 
milk control committees, boards 
of health and State officials and 
dairymen had been held on Feb- 
ruary 1, 14, 15 and March 4, con- 
cerning the proposed legislation, 
Mr. Grim stated. 

Authority was given Officer 
Reynolds and Secretary G. C. An- 
derson, of the board, at Monday's 
meeting to arrange for a new 
steed.

So unique was his work that in 
1916 the United States Govern- 
ment, Department of Education, 
asked him to make an investiga- 
tion into methods of sex education 
throughout the high schools of the 
country. Dr. Guenberg's recom- 
mendations following this study 
are now the basis of sex education 
in many progressive schools. Dr. 
Guenberg is known as an author- 
ty on this subject from coast to 
coast. 

. The concluding lecture of the 
series will be given on April 6, 
when Dr. Alfred Adler, of Vienna, 
once a disciple of the famous Dr. 
Freud, now founder and leader of 
his own school of individual psy- 
chology, will talk upon the subject 
"How to Deal With Inferiority 
Feelings in Children." 



Police, school executives and 
borough officials have joined in the 
past few days in an effort to prevent 
serious accidents involving the 
youngsters of Narberth. A motto to 
"keep the kids off the streets" has 
been adopted by those interested. 

With the advent of spring-like 
days, the sudden appearance of 
skates, bicycles, etc., on the high- 
ways has nearly caused a number 
of accidents. Seven cases were re- 
ported where only good luck and 
skillful driving avoided a maimed 
child. 

Announcement was made in as- 
sembly yesterday by Principal 
George H. Wilson, urging the stu- 
dents to use common sense, and give 
the highways a wide berth as play- 
grounds. Burgess Henry A. Frye, 
alarmed at the danger involved, this 
week issued the following state- 
ment : 

"This is the time of year when 
nature is calling us to be up and do- 
ing. The sheer joy of living makes 
us want to be 'on the go.' To help 
us attain speed the mind of man first 
invented wheels and then, m recent 




We "also have streets and side- 
walks. In order that everybody shall 



have the greatest possible opportu- 
nity to get where he or she wants to 
go, the use of the former has been 
held primarily for wagons and au- 
tomobiles and of the latter for peo- 
ple on foot. If an auto runs up on 
the sidewalk there is often trouble, 
and so it is too when boys and girls 
on skates use the streets. Hanging 
on to the backs of busses and trucks 
may be great sport, but how much 
more enjoyment one will have in the 
long run if the greater part of life 
can be lived with an unbroken 
body than as an invalid. 

"In three days seven incidents of 
miraculous escape from death or 
serious injury were reported. Care- 
ful driving will help and did avoid 
certain death in at least two cases. 
But we cannot ask the drivers of 
automobiles to give up the streets 
for the sake of a few hours' sport 
when almost every child, if not all 
children in Narberth have a large 
yard of their own and a good stretch 
of sidewalk on which to play. 

"Let us not wait until someone is

MOVE POST OFFICE 

From Lancaster Pike to North of 
Station in Ardmore. 

The Ardmore Post Office is to 
move to a new location, directly in 
back of the Ardmore railroad sta- 
tion on the north side, it became 
known this week. Stone and Kays, 
builders, announced that the postal 
authorities in the Philadelphia dis- 
trict had signed a lease with them 
for a building which they will erect 
on this location. A permit for this 
structure was issued Friday by the 
Lower Merion building department. 

The building is to cost $35,000, 
will be of Indian limestone, and is to 
be erected on a new street, which is 
to be cut through from the Ardmore 
station to Montgomery pike.

OF ROTARY TALKER 

Is Biggest Enemy of Juvenile 

Delinquency, Bainbridge 

Declares. 



CLUB PLANS BOY WEEK 



Boys' work — its history and 
scope — formed the topic of the 
weekly luncheon of the Bala- 
Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club 
Tuesday at the Cynwyd Club. 
George Bainbridge, director of the 
Germantown Boys' Club, was the 
speaker. 

The meeting was under the di- 
rection of the Boys' Work Com- 
mittee of the local club, of which 
Dr. Raymon M. Staley is chair- 
man. The committee is planning 
a Boys' Week and other activities 
for this district. 

Boy Week originated in New 
York, the speaker declared, and 
the idea has spread until each year 
thousands of towns and cities ob- 
serve it. In most large cities the 
plan has grown beyond the Ro- 
tary Club, which started it, and is 
now sponsored by a separate com- 
munity committee. 

"Boys' work," Mr. Bainbridge 
said, "is one of the greatest ene- 
mies of juvenile delinquency. This 
evil is diminishing year by year. 
War excitement, lack of home su- 
pervision and contacts during the 
war, and the 'let down' afterwards 
are among the causes of the seri- 
ous outbreak of juvenile delin- 
quency a few years ago." 

He urged the club to back up 
the Boy Scouts and similar exist- 
ing bodies, but reminded his au- 
ditors that the Scouts are able to 
handle but a part of the problem, 
as their membership includes only 
youngsters over 18 years of age. 
Sixty-three per cent, of the juve- 
nile delinquents, Mr, Bainbridge 
stated, are below the age of 12.

Reinhold, 
Reuben Clark and Roscoe T. An- 
thony, of the Ardmore Club, and 
Daniel Leitch, of Narberth.

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WHAT B IRD IS THAT? 

Song Sparrow, Robin, or — Starling. 

In spite of the fact that many 
song sparrows remain here all 
winter, picking at the crumbs at 
the feeding stations, and occasion 
ally uttering reminiscent trills from 
near a pile of brush, the first full 
notes that these gay songsters 
fling out into the spring air cause 
one to ask the familiar Chapman 
question, "What bird is that?" 

The migrants are beginning to 
arrive from the South, robins have 
been reported, the Juncoes, winter 
residents, are preparing to leave 
for regions farther north, singing 
as they go. There is a stir in the 
bird world and all who are accus- 
tomed to watching for them on 
their migrations are getting out 
old lists and preparing to make 
new ones. But the starling, who 
is always here, is a fine old mock- 
ing bird and can deceive any one 
who is not careful into believing 
that the entire summer flock has 
arrived. It pays to be skeptical, 
bluebirds are not here yet. 

There is much interest in the 
identification of birds and the 
Library has many books helpful 
for this purpose, many of which 
have fine colored plates. One of 
the simplest to use for the am 
ateur, in which class nearly every 
one belongs, is Chapman's "What 
Bird Is That?" 

The Library likes to be inform 
ed of birds as they arrive, and 
for this purpose depends upon 
Edwin A. Wolf, of Elm Terrace, 
who has very keen and careful 
eyes and ears for this work 
In the period of last year begin- 
ning early in the spring and end' 
ing on June 15 he had reported 
for this vicinity 98 different varie- 
ties. His list a little later ran up 
to 112, but that included some not 
easily identified by the amateur. 
His 98 were such as any one might 
identify, after some experience, 
on regular trips about town with 
an occasional walk out into the 
open country on Sunday. Any one 
who is interested in this subject 
may find much helpful information 
at the Library in books to be con- 
sulted there or to be taken home 
for field work.
